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Residents up in 
arms over 250 
‘stray’ horses 

IS THE LAW BEING ENFORCED?’ 

ANIMAL CHARITY DEMANDS 


JAYNE ISAAC reports 


ASSURANCES 
have been given by 
both the RSPCA 
and Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council that 250 
horses, which sud¬ 
denly appeared in 
fields at Court 
Colman, are being 
fed by their owner. 

Residents in the area 
discovered that the hors¬ 
es had been put into local 
fields in the area stretch¬ 
ing from Court Colman 
to Llangewydd. 

The horses are 
believed to belong to a 
major horse breeder who 
has been contacted by 


both the council and the 
RSPCA. 

The fields belong to a 
Court Colman landowner 
who has also been 
involved in talks with the 
charity, the council and 
the police. 

Residents have been 
lobbying the council and 
the RSPCA to take 
action, amid claims that 
the animals had no food 
or access to water. 

At least one horse has 
died and the body left on 
the land for at least a 
month. 

Photographs have 
been taken by residents 


showing the corpse m 
various stages of decom¬ 
position. 

Things came to a head 
last week when a meet¬ 
ing was held on site with 
the horse owner, the 
RSPCA and council ani¬ 
mal welfare staff. 

Some local residents 
were also present. 

The RSPCA states that 
its staff have been deal¬ 
ing with the welfare 
needs of the horses in 
Bridgend for some time 
and will continue to do 
so. 

They said that they are 
in contact with the owner 


of the horses, although 
they decline to name 
him, and would continue 
to be in contact. 

An RSPCA inspector 
made “multiple” visits to 
the area last week and on 
Sunday, he spent four 
hours checking the con¬ 
dition of about 200 hors¬ 
es. 

He declared them to 
be healthy and stated that 
they had access to food - 
40 bales of hay - plus 
water and shelter. 

The inspector was 
back again on Monday to 
find that the owner was 
present with his animals 
and further hay was 
delivered. 

Work is also being 
done to repair the fences, 
as a number of horses 
have been straying onto 
local roads. 

When a GEM reporter 
visited the area on 
Monday morning, three 
horses were on the road 
and about 30 others were 
gathered around the gate 
leading into one of the 
fields. 

The inspector had also 
attended a meeting with 
local police about the

COURT HEARS OF ‘CATALOGUE OF ABUSE’ 


Bridgend man (55) is 
jailed for sex offences

A sex abuser has received a 
10-year extended sentence 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Mr Justice John Griffith 
Williams directed that 5 5-year- 
old ex-railway signalman Colin 
Baker of Bridgend receive a 
seven-year custodial sentence and 
be put on licence for the full 10- 
year period. 

He also banned him from 
working with children for life, 
ordered him to register as a sex 
offender indefinitely, and the 
judge also imposed a sexual pre¬ 
vention order. 

Baker admitted 14 charges 
involving indecent assault, and 
sexual assault, said by prosecutor 
Caroline Rees to have been com¬ 
mitted on girls over a number of 
years. 

The judge said that Baker, a 
man with no previous convic¬ 
tions, had taken part in “a cata¬ 


logue of abuse” and there was 
evidence of grooming. 

“There is no indication that you 
feel guilty and that you tried to 
minimise your offending. There is 
also no evidence of any true 
remorse,” said the judge. 

There was, he continued, no 
alternative to a prison sentence of 
some length. 

“I am satisfied there is a high- 
level risk of further offending,” 
said the judge. 

The fact that he had no previ¬ 
ous convictions was of limited 
mitigation and the only full miti¬ 
gation was his clear guilty plea. 

Ms Rees said Baker committed 
the offences for his own sexual 
gratification. 

When found out, he labelled 
one of his victims a liar. 

The offences, she said, came to 


light last year. The police were 
contacted and the victims were 
interviewed. 

When arrested. Baker said: 
“Things are going from worse to 
worse.” The court was told he 
made partial admissions but tried 
to minimise his guilt. 

At a later stage, he said he had 
no excuse and was glad that he 
had been found out. 

He also told the police he was 
at a loss as to why he behaved in 
such a manner. 

His counsel John Ryan said: 
“He is not a predatory paedophile. 
It is clear he needs to engage with 
professional services. 

“He acted on impulse and there 
were no threats and no payment. 
For five years, he served in the 
army.” 

The judge said he had to pass a 
sentence which reflected Baker’s 
total criminality.

horses and will continue 
to liaise with them. The 
spokesman added that 
monitoring of the horses 
will continue. 

There was a similar 
situation last year in this 
area when horses sud¬ 
denly appeared in local 
fields overnight and then 
were taken away in the 
spring. 

The RSPCA con¬ 
firmed that it has been 
dealing with hundreds of 
horses throughout south 
Wales, including the 
Llanelli area, where the 
local authority threat¬ 
ened to impound them. 

The horses disap¬ 
peared the day before the 
council was due to act. 

The problem of stray 
horses in south Wales is a 
huge one for the charity, 
which has already dealt 
with a number of major 
incidents nationally in 
recent years in which 
hundreds of horses have 
been taken into care. 

Finding places for 
large numbers at one 
time is a massive 
headache for the charity 
which has to place them 
in a series of sanctuaries 
and refuges across the 
country. 

Residents of Court 
Colman, who do not 
want to be named, have 
claimed that initially 
horses were reduced to 
eating straw contained in 
piles of manure in the 
fields. 

They have also 
claimed that some of the 
horses have strayed onto 
the nearby M4, but the 
council has said it has 
not received any reports 
of these animals being on 
the motorway, where 
they could have caused a 
serious accident. 

A spokesman for 
BCBC said that the 
council’s animal welfare 
officers had been work¬ 
ing with the RSPCA and 
were fully aware of the 
concerns raised by local 
residents.

Axe falls on Bridgend 
family support charity 


ALL the funding for 
a charity which helps 
families with young 
children has been 
axed by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

Bridgend Home Start 
was told last year that 
its £35,000 annual grant 
from BCBC would be 
cut - staggered over two 
years. This year, they 
lost £15,000, and the 
budget approved by 
cabinet last week 
includes chopping the 
remaining £20,000. 

This will be cut from 
April 2011, leaving the 
charity with no council 
funding whatsoever. 

The charity was using 
the money from the

council to fund its work 
in the Bridgend- 
Pencoed area. 

Money from the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government is continu¬ 
ing for the new financial 
year, and this funds its 
work in Cornelly and in 
the three valleys. 

Senior manager Sally 
George said they were 
“disappointed” that the 
cut had gone through, as 
a number of councillors 
had expressed support 
for their work with fam¬ 
ilies who have children 
aged five and under. 

However, the charity 


is using its own reserves 
to keep services to fami¬ 
lies going for the new 
financial year. After 
that, the position is 
unclear. 

She said: “We are 
hoping to find alterna¬ 
tive sources of funding 
during the next year so 
that we can keep every¬ 
thing going.” 

The charity has two 
full time workers in 
Bridgend - Sally and 
her colleague Lynn 
Thomas. 

It has helped 107 
families this year and 
has 60 trained volun¬ 
teers who work with 
families needing sup¬ 
port. At the moment, 56 
families are each receiv¬ 
ing support.

Why should borough council 
taxpayers pay more for less? 


I READ The GEM 
(February 17) regard¬ 
ing the Bridgend 
Council’s upcoming budg¬ 
et, that ‘...the new budget 
includes £3.5million for 
increases in pay and 
prices...’ yet it intends clos¬ 
ing valuable community 
libraries (including 
Nantymoel) and other 
important, much-needed 
services across the bor¬ 
ough. 

The council has its ideas in a 
twist! Instead of allowing its own 
pay increases to take priority, it 
should spend the money on vital 
services which would then not 
need to be closed. 

If any surplus remains at the 
end of the council year, small 
bonuses might perhaps be allocat¬ 


ed, although such surplus would 
still be better spent on providing 
‘extras’ to much-needed services 
instead - regardless of which so- 
called ‘pot’ the money comes out 
from. 

It should stop paying bonuses 
to its executive officers, particu¬ 
larly in the current economic cli¬ 
mate, when normal folk are hav¬ 
ing to cut back drastically just to 
meet basic bills. 

The council should also stop 
sending its councillors to point¬ 
less and unnecessary ‘confer¬ 
ences’, particularly away from 
home ground. 

Such cuts would help to fund 
not only our much-needed com¬ 
munity libraries, but also greatly 
assist other services that are cur¬ 
rently being affected by the coun¬ 
cil’s decisions. 

Why should we, the council- 
tax payers, struggling with our 
own finances, be made to pay out 


more while receiving less for our 
money, particularly when know¬ 
ing of the ‘fat-cat’ salaries and 
bonuses already being received 
by high-ranking (but not neces¬ 
sarily harder-working) officers? 

It’s an absolute outrage. If we 
ordinary citizens were to withhold 
paying our council tax, the coun¬ 
cil would start legal proceedings 
against us, yet they have no con¬ 
science in depriving us of the 
services for which we have to pay 
dearly, like it or not. 

Who gives the go-ahead that 
allows councillors and council 
executives the right to raise their 
own salaries and be paid exces¬ 
sive bonuses as a priority in their 
budget - over and above the vital 
services they should be providing 
to the community instead? It is all 
very wrong.

THE Bridgend MP, 
Madeleine Moon, 
recently saw first 
hand the role com¬ 
munity pharmacy

The event, attended

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Maesteg man (38) 
sexually assaulted 
young girl on bus

A TEENAGE girl 
on a bus was sexu¬ 
ally assaulted by 
another passenger, 
as she travelled 
from Bridgend to 
Cymmer. 

Clifford Duckworth 
(38) put his hands 
between the victim’s 
legs, said prosecutor 
Christine Jones at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Duckworth, of 

Maesteg, admitted a 
charge of sexual assault 
and was jailed for a year 
and also ordered to reg¬ 
ister as a sex offender 
for 10 years. 

Mr Justice John 
Griffith Williams said: 
“You subjected your vic¬ 
tim to a thoroughly 
unpleasant attack. It is 
clear, unsurprisingly, 
that you caused her real 
distress. 

“That you were drunk 


and disinhibited is not 
mitigation. It is concern¬ 
ing that yet again you 
have offended while 
drunk.” 

Ms Jones said that the 
17-year-old got on the 
bus in Bridgend after a 
shopping expedition 
with friends. 

Duckworth got on and 
sat in the centre of the 
back seat. He became 
involved in an argument 
with an elderly woman 
next to him. 

“He then began talk¬ 
ing to his victim and said 
he had just come out of 
prison after serving a 
sentence for armed rob¬ 
bery. He kept on about 
this and smelt strongly 
of drink.” 

Duckworth nudged 
the girl with his elbow 
and she told him to stop 
and telephoned her 


mother. As the bus 
approached the 

Sainsbury’s roundabout, 
he stroked her right 
cheek before sexually 
assaulting her. 

One of her friends 
began crying at what had 
occurred. 

The victim’s mother 
told her to immediately 
call the police. 

The driver contacted 
them and they arrested 
Duckworth on the bus. 
Everybody involved was 
distressed and the defen¬ 
dant, with his flies 
undone, was speaking in 
a slurred manner. 

He later said he had 
four pints of lager and 
had drunk vodka. 

What he had done, he 
added, was totally out of 
character because he 
was not “a touchy feely” 
kind of person. 


The court heard he 
had previous convic¬ 
tions of causing criminal 
damage, and robbing a 
man of his wallet in a 
lane in Bridgend. 

Meirion Davies, rep¬ 
resenting him, said: “I 
readily accept it was a 
disgraceful incident, but 
when arrested, he didn’t 
prevaricate and admitted 
everything without 
equivocation. 

“He is at a loss to 
understand why he did 
it. 

“For what it’s worth, 
he is extremely regretful 
and appreciates how the 
victim must have felt.” 

Sadly, said Mr 
Davies, Duckworth’s 
problem had always 
been alcohol. 

He added: “It must, of 
course, be a custodial 
sentence. It is his first 
offence of a sexual 
nature.”

Coity Fields ‘has 
traffic problems’ 


SPEEDING traffic 
is a problem in the 
Coity Fields area of 
Bridgend, Coun 
Haydn Morgan told 
Bridgend Town 
Council. 

He said that he had 
been approached by res¬ 
idents of Charles Street, 
Vernon Street and 
Morfa Street at a PACT 
meeting, and they were 
concerned about traffic 
problems, including 
parking and speeding. 

He said that Acland 
Road and High View 
should be turned into 
one-way streets to 
improve traffic flows 
because of the parked 
cars. 


He said that the 
streets are choc-a-bloc 
at the moment. 

Coun Diane Burns 
said that a similar 
request for Grove Road 
had been turned down, 
and she warned that he 
would get nowhere: 
“Don’t get excited 
because you will not 
have it,” she added. 

Coun Morgan said 
that he felt obliged to 
try and he was con¬ 
cerned about negative 
attitudes. He was 
advised to draw up a 
diagram of his propos¬ 
als, which the town 
council could pass onto 
the highways depart¬ 
ment. 

Bridgend salt bins 

A LACK of salt bins 
in Bridgend may be 
tackled by the town 
council.

MP vows to oppose latest 
Sea Lawns flats proposal 

A NEW planning application 


to turn a former hotel and pub 
into flats will be opposed by 
the Vale’s MP. 

Alun Cairns has expressed grave 
concern at the news that “yet another” 
planning application has been submit¬ 
ted for the redevelopment of the Sea 
Lawns Hotel at Ogmore-by-Sea. 

The new application is for the dem¬ 
olition of the former hotel and for the 
construction of nine apartments, 
including a provision for car parking. 

This recent application follows a 
planning inquiry and an independent 
planning inspector’s report which 
ruled against previous applications. 

Mr Cairns had spoken on behalf of 
the community in front of the planning 
committee, who strongly objected to 
the plans submitted previously for the 
development of the former hotel. 


The MP feels that although the 
property has been has been closed for 
some time, it could provide an impor¬ 
tant community facility for residents 
and visitors alike, and would help pro¬ 
vide much-needed income and 
employment 

He said: “The views of the inspec¬ 
tor were clear and I don't believe that 
anything has changed materially with 
regard to the site. 

“The owner has been determined to 
turn the property into flats for some 
time, despite the fact that the planning 
Inspector had ruled that there was 
insufficient demand, as many similar 
premises exist in the nearby area that 
are still unoccupied. 

“Many local residents long to see 
the Sea Lawns re-open as a hostelry 
rather than an intrusive block of flats 
on the Heritage Coast area of Ogmore 
by Sea.”

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Son threatens 
to burn down 
mum’s house 


A YOUNG man has 
been given a suspend¬ 
ed sentence at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
threatening to burn 
down his mother’s 
home.. 

He told her: “I’m 
going to get somebody to 
do your house, and I’m 
going to bum it down 
with you in it.” 

Mark Burnett (21) of 
Bridgend, pleaded guilty 
before Vale magistrates 
to threatening to commit 
criminal damage and was 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

He was jailed for a 
year, suspended for two 
years, and ordered to 
carry out 100 hours 
unpaid work. 

A restraining order 
was also imposed, pre¬ 
venting him from 
approaching his mother. 

She had told the court 
earlier: “He badly needs 
help to control his anger. 
He never actually started 
a fire, and afterwards he 
said he was sorry. I’ll try 
my best to help him. He

has never assaulted me, 
but he has frightened 
me.” 

She did not reveal her 
latest address. 

Prosecutor Rebecca 
Griffiths said there had 
been “domestic prob¬ 
lems” with Burnett. 

At around 11.15am on 
January 10, Burnett went 
to his mother’s home in 
Bridgend and stood on 
the doorstep calling her a 
slut and a bitch. 

“He was very angry,” 
said Ms Griffiths. 

At the house were his 
mother and his brother, 
and they were aware of 
Burnett kicking the front 
door and they feared it 
would cave in. 

He was repeatedly 
asked to leave, refused 
and said: “I’m going to 
get somebody to do your 
house and I am going to 
burn it down with you in 
it.” 

He left, but his mother 
believed he was capable 


of carrying out the threat. 

In an impact state¬ 
ment, she told the police 
she could not cany on 
with such an experience, 
and now wished to leave 
the area. 

She added: “I’m hav¬ 
ing to look over my 
shoulder all the time,” 
and said she was in con¬ 
stant fear. 

Burnett told the police 
that his relationship with 
his mother was some¬ 
times good, sometimes 
not, and claimed that she 
had insulted him. 

The court was told that 
he admitted that while in 
custody, he had said: 
“I’ve got to get out of 
here. I’ve got houses to 
burn down.” 

He also said that if he 
was released on bail, he 
would obtain petrol and 
burn down the house. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 11 
offences, three of which 
related to his mother and 
involved criminal dam¬ 
age and affray, and 
threatening to damage 
property by burning 
down her house. 

His counsel, Peter 
Harding-Roberts, said: 
“He has significant 
health problems.” 

He said that when he 
met him before the hear¬ 
ing, he was “quiet, calm, 
polite and respectful.” 
He added: “His behav¬ 
iour didn’t match that of 
the offence, and he 
informed me that he 
loves his mother to bits.” 

Mr Harding-Roberts 
said she had tried to visit 
him when on remand, but 
was not allowed to. 

“He accepts he needs 
help, specifically from a 
psychologist, and he has 
an insight into his explo¬ 
sive anger. Many people 
say ridiculous things 
which they do not mean. 

“If the court sends him 
to prison, what good 
would it do? He is a gen¬ 
uinely very, very unhap¬ 
py young man and he has 
inflicted injury upon 
himself. 

“He feels he is in a 
cycle of hopelessness.”

THE Vale’s 
Assembly Member 
has arranged a 
meeting with the 
regional director of 
the Ambulance 
Service following 
the case of a 92- 
year-old woman 
who had to wait for 
almost two hours 
for an ambulance. 

The woman, who fell 
over in a Cowbridge 
supermarket last 
month, had fractured 
her hip and needed an 
operation. 

At the time Vale AM 
Jane Hutt said she had 
been shocked by how 
long the woman had 
been forced to wait. 

Ms Hutt said: 

“After calling for an 
urgent meeting with the 
new regional director 
Nick Smith, I can con¬ 
firm that I will be meet¬ 
ing with the Ambulance 
Service along with 
Coun Gwyn John, on 


March 16 and will 
report back on the out¬ 
come.” 

Coun John from 
Llantwit Major visited 
the Ambulance Service 
HQ in Cwmbran last 
year, and said that at 
the time response times 
in the Vale appeared to 
be improving. 

However, he told The 
GEM that the latest 
case might be a sign 
that things were slip¬ 
ping back. 

Coun John favours a 
‘rural Vale emergency 
dispatch point’ with two 
ambulances available 
because the Vale is out 
on a limb. 

The Ambulance 
Service has said it will 
not comment on indi¬ 
vidual cases, but if a 
family contacts them, 
they will be happy to 
discuss a particular 
case.

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Happy ending to a tense 
situation in chaotic Libya 


T he return of 

Richard Foscolo 
from Libya herald¬ 
ed one of the most frus¬ 
trating and satisfying 
weeks since I was elected 
last year. 

It was an extremely tense 
time. Angie Foscolo and her 
family were worried, alarmed 
and anxious about Richard, who 
was stranded in Ghani, a Libyan 
desert oilfield. 

My first contact with Angie 
Foscolo came on Tuesday after¬ 
noon when she tried to contact 
me at the House of Commons. 

As it was half-term, my time 
was more flexible and thankful¬ 
ly, I had more opportunity to 
chase various people about the 
issues. Clearly by Tuesday 
evening, the situation was get¬ 
ting worse. 

The only contact the family 
had managed to make with 
Richard over a 48-hour period 
was a two-minute telephone 
conversation and a short e-mail 
from his friend’s computer. 

The communication links 
with the desert oil field were 
negligible - to both the family 
and to the Embassy in Tripoli. 

It was obvious to the family 
that although Richard main¬ 
tained he was well and not trou¬ 
bled; they could tell that he was 
extremely worried. 

From conversations with the 
Foreign Office and Richard’s 
employer, we had calculated 
\^iat security personnel had left

the site. We had received 
reports of looting - where com¬ 
puters and mobile phones were 
being stolen and we were con¬ 
cerned that normal communica¬ 
tions for food and drink were 
running low. 

By Wednesday, we felt that 
the only way to increase the 
pressure was to use the press 
and media. 

Angie Foscolo is a very pri¬ 
vate person and to champion an 
issue on UK News was well 
outside her comfort zone but 
she did amazingly well. 

She pressed all the right but¬ 
tons to draw attention. 

Local and UK newspapers 
and network television covered 
the events, increasing pressure 
on Richard’s employers and the 
Foreign Office. 

I spoke countless times to the 
Foreign Office and communi¬ 
cated with the Minister directly. 

By Thursday evening, a net¬ 
work television company 


received an anonymous call to 
say that Richard had been trans¬ 
ported to Tripoli. A few hours 
later a similar message came 
from elsewhere. Was the news 
too good to be true? 

Calls to the Foreign Office 
wouldn’t confirm anything, 
although we were optimistic 
from the tone of their responses. 
Without confirmation, we 
decided to keep it to ourselves 
until it was confirmed. 

At 3.30am, Angie received a 
call from Richard, who had 
landed in Gatwick. We were 
ecstatic! 

The series of events were 
nothing short of a rollercoaster. 

I want to use this opportunity to 
pay tribute to Angie and 
Richard, to their parents and to 
their wider family for the way 
they handled themselves; no 
panic, just persistence and a 
determination to draw attention 
to those who at that time had 
been ignored by the FCO. 

I have no doubt that Angie, 
Richard and family played a 
significant part in forcing the 
government to change tack and 
to ensure that the Prime 
Minister and William Hague 
took personal control. 

There are many lessons to 
learn and I highlighted the 
Foscolo case on the floor of the 
House of Commons earlier this 
week. 

The PM recognised the facts 
and said that he would make 
changes to the system. ^

enforced?’ - animal charity

The statement went 
on: “Ojficers have visited 
the location and have 
confirmed that, at pres¬ 
ent, the animals have 
access to food and water. 

“We are providing 
advice and guidance to 
the person believed to be 
the owner of the horses 
and have reminded them 
of their responsibilities 
under current legisla¬ 
tion. 

“In addition, formal 
action is ongoing with a 
local landowner in the 


area requiring them to 
remove and safely dis¬ 
pose of the body of a 
horse that has unfortu¬ 
nately died. 

“We are continuing to 
monitor the situation 
closely in conjunction 
with partner organisa¬ 
tions.'' 

A spokesman for 
South Wales Police con¬ 
firmed that there had 
been a number of inci¬ 
dents of horses straying 
onto the roads in this 
area, but said there were 
no reports of them get¬ 
ting onto the motorway

or of them being 
involved in any acci¬ 
dents. 

He said that police 
officers had been 
involved in meetings 
with the landowner and 
other partners like the 
council to discuss the 
problem and to try and 
get it resolved. 

Complaints about 
horses straying onto the 
country lanes around 
Court Colman have been 
received and have been 
dealt with by officers. 

Residents say that the 
first 30 or 40 horses 
arrived at the end of 
November, and in early 
December, a resident 
rang the RSPCA to state 
that no food had been put 
in with them. 

At that time, they were 
told that the horses 
would be moved by the 
owner within two weeks, 
but on December 20 they 
were still there. 

More horses were sub¬ 
sequently dropped off, 
boosting the total to 
about 250. They occu¬ 
pied four fields altogeth¬ 
er in that area. 

On January 23, a resi¬ 
dent took a picture of the 
dead horse, but it was 


still there last week, a 
month later when she 
took another picture. 

Residents are con¬ 
cerned about the way in 
which the whole incident 
has been handled by the 
council and the RSPCA, 
and feel that strong 
action should have been 
taken from the outset, 
including checking that 
food and water were 
available. 

Maureen Edwards, of 
Maesteg Animal Welfare 
Society, said that she 
wanted the situation 
across south Wales to be 
investigated, so that this 
could not happen again. 

“We seem to have 
horses being dropped off 
willy nilly with landown¬ 
ers being unaware of 
their arrival on their land. 

“Nobody is above the 
law, and I want assur¬ 
ances from the council 
that all of these horses 
are being properly 
looked after and also that 
they have the passports 
which are required by 
law. 

“Each horse should be 
micro chipped. Is this 
particular law being 
enforced here!" she 
demanded.

Vandals damage 
school playhouse 

THE headteacher of Heol-y-Cyw Primary is 
“horrified” after vandals targeted the school 
last weekend and damaged a playhouse that 
had only been donated last December. 

It was on Monday (February 28) that Lynne 
Bowen-Jones and her staff discovered the damage. 

She told The GEM: “This playhouse was donat¬ 
ed because vandals had come into the school and 
smashed the previous one. 

“I am so furious about what has happened. We 
are only a small school and certainly not a rich 
one.” 

She added angrily: “I can’t believe that anyone 
in the community here in Heol-y-Cyw could be 
involved.” 

The door of the playhouse was smashed, and all 
four perspex windows were removed and smashed. 

The school’s outdoor shelter was also damaged, 
with draws being pulled out and children’s ‘eco- 
work’ simply thrown on the ground. 

The vandals even broke some ceramic tiles that 
the school was collecting to make a mosaic. 

Lynne Bowen-Jones added: “The children are 
upset, and the staff are furious. 

“I hope that when the police catch these vandals 
that they will be forced to pay for every last penny 
of the damage they have caused!”

Entitled The Rite, it 
tells the story of 
Michael Kovak (Colin 
O’Donoghue), a semi¬ 
nary student sent to 
Rome to study exorcism 
under Father Lucas 
Trevant (Hopkins). 
However, Kovak’s scep¬ 
ticism is put to the test 


by the events he sees, 
while Trevant starts to 
show signs that he, too, 
is becoming affected by 
the presence of evil... 

For an Anthony 
Hopkins aficionado like 
myself, the opportunity 
to see him possessed by 
a demon is one that 
couldn’t be passed up; 
after all, Hopkins 
unleashed is always a 
hugely watchable 
prospect, and the same 
is true here. 

Sadly, that is one of 
the only things that is 
watchable, as The Rite 
is a humdrum slice of 
schlock horror, 
enlivened only by the 
lead turns. 

That Hopkins isn’t 
the lead isn’t a huge 
problem, as the film is 
well anchored by new¬ 
comer Colin 
O’Donoghue as Kovak. 

He offers a decent 
turn as a man thrown 
into a world of religion 
almost by accident, and 
it is his scepticism and 
reluctance that offers 
meat to the film’s cen¬ 
tral conflict of belief 
versus doubt ,when it 
comes to the presence of 
evil. 

O’Donoghue more 
than holds his own and 
is a solid lead, temper¬ 
ing his turn with low- 
key resolve and more 
than a hint of doubt, and 
it is an auspicious debut 


for the actor. 

Opposite him, 
Hopkins is a devilish 
delight, his turn coming 
with a massive dollop of 
ham, yet as ever always 
watchable. 

The scenes with him 
are easily the most 
engaging, the actor 
delivering all of his 
gravitas and nous to a 
role that he could proba¬ 
bly play in his sleep, yet 
imbuing it with vivacity. 

Hopkins would be 
watchable even as the 
lead in a Kerry Katona 
biopic, and it is in his 
exorcism scenes that he 
really hits home - no- 
one can shout lines like 
“Daddy’s coming from 
hell!” with quite the 
same panache as 
Hopkins, and his turn, 
along with 

O’Donoghue’s, really 
elevates the material. 

While Alice Braga is 
so-so as a journalist 
looking into the world 
of exorcism, and the 
l ik es of Ciaran Hinds, 
Rutger Hauer and Toby 
Jones pop up to give the 
cast list a credibility 
boost - it is Marta 
Gastini who strikes out 
as a young girl who, 
depending on your 
viewpoint, is either pos¬ 
sessed or in need of psy¬ 
chiatric help; her per¬ 
formance is strong, hit¬ 
ting the right notes as a 
pregnant teen in a world 


of trouble. Director 
Mikael Hafstrom is on 
familiar territory here, 
having helmed the 
underwhelming hotel 
room horror 1408, and 
he clearly comes from 
the old school of relying 
on naturalistic jumps 
rather than computer¬ 
generated horrors; sadly, 
there just aren’t enough 
of them. While 
Hafstrom gives the film 
an eerie look and feel, 
and plays on the psy¬ 
chological impact of the 
events, the scares just 
aren’t there, with only a 
few jumps carrying any 
level of ingenuity. 

While he moves the 
film along at a pace, and 
marshals the perform¬ 
ances well, there just 
isn’t very much going 
on here from the direc¬ 
tion, Hafstrom undone 
by a horror lacking in 
real scares. 

The biggest bugbear, 
however, is the script. 
Written by Michael 
Petroni (responsible for 
the last outing in the 
Narnia franchise, weird¬ 
ly) and based on a book 
by Matt Baglio, which 
recounts true events, it 
starts off as a story 
about how a conflicted 
man finds himself tested 
by the church’s unerring 
belief in the presence of 
the devil and evil. 

This conflict is mined 
well early on, but once

we reach the exorcism 
parts, this meatier topic 
of belief systems gives 
way to histrionics and 
generic horror staples. 

As frustrating as this 
is, it is almost par for 
the course in a genre 
that places scares over 
substance - and were it 
not for the three decent 
turns on show here. The 
Rite would be on the 
bottom rung of that lad¬ 
der. 

However, Hopkins’ 
delightfully devilish turn 
and those around him 
make this a passable, 
but ultimately forget¬ 
table, film. 

VERDICT-A 
schlocky horror that is 
lifted by the turns of 
Anthony Hopkins, Colin 
O ’Donoghue and Marta 
Gastini, The Rite is 
nothing spectacular nor 
anything overtly offen¬ 
sive. 

Lacking in real scares 
and jumps, it is the per¬ 
formances of the previ¬ 
ously mentioned actors 
that save it from total 
ignominy.

Penarth Computer Club 

Helping to cut out the jargon! 


WHY do we at the 
club try to avoid 
jargon? Because it 
gets in the way of 
understanding. 

Consider the English 
language. We all use it 
fairly effectively and 
can usually make our¬ 
selves understood. 

We cannot know all 
the words, even if we 
are perfect with the 
grammar. We just do 
the best we can. 

It is hard to under¬ 
stand what someone is 
saying if they use unfa¬ 
miliar words. I am not 
talking only about edu¬ 
cated, or sophisticated, 
words. The problem is 
just as acute if the 
words form part of a 
local dialect or slang 
or jargon. 

Jargon is the lan¬ 
guage, especially the 
words, used by a par¬ 
ticular trade, group, or 
profession. The techni¬ 
cal nature of computers 
means that there is an 
inevitable amount of 


jargon. We encourage 
members to shout 
‘Jargon’, if the speaker 
uses a word that is not 
understood. It can then 
be explained in simple 
language immediately. 

It means that others 
who would be reluctant 
to shout out also learn. 

Much jargon consists 
of words made up for 
the new technology. For 
example, BIOS is a 
computer acronym for 
basic input output sys¬ 
tem just as BOGOF in 
marketing stands for 
buy one get one free. A 
more general one is 
PIN for personal identi¬ 
fication number. 

Everyday words can 
also mean something 
entirely different in the 
context of computers. A 
computer used to be a 
person who did the 
working out of a mathe¬ 
matician’s formula by 
inserting a series of 
values and computing 
the results using pencil 
and paper. Now it is a 


magic box that does 
wonderfully complex 
things according to 
instructions. 

A mouse used to 
have a tail, in common 
with a real live mouse. 

A wireless mouse does- 
n’t have one, but the 
name will stick. 

We boot up a com¬ 
puter, but do not actual¬ 
ly kick it. The boot 
refers to a bootstrap 
programme coded per¬ 
manently into the 
machine. It runs when 
the power is switched 
on and loads the oper¬ 
ating system into mem¬ 
ory for operation. 

It refers to the self- 
sufficiency of being 
able to pull oneself up 
by ones own bootstraps. 

A bug was already in 
use as a term for a 
problem in a device and 
extended to computer 
programmes when they 
came about. 

In 1947 America, 
when computers were 
still using valves and 


electrical contacts, a 
problem was identified 
as a dead moth trapped 
between relay termi¬ 
nals.

NEWS FROM THE BARRY MEN’S FORUM 


Tales of a Bristol Channel 
pilot inspired forum speaker 


RUSS WATTS 


WHEN involved as 
a teenager in sailing 
from Penarth, the 
speaker, Mr Dave 
Phillips, met an old 
Bristol Channel 
pilot and heard 
many tales that 
fired him to learn 
more about this 
interesting subject. 

The fact that some of 
them, he later came to 
suspect, might not have 
been true, did not dimin¬ 
ish his zeal! 

One day, he saw a real 
pilot cutter on the slip¬ 
way and decided to make 
the history of these fast 
and essential craft the 
subject of his college the¬ 
sis. 

Members of the forum 
were therefore conscious 
that they were learning 
about this subject from a 
master of his facts con¬ 
cerning the whole history 
of pilotage in the difficult 
and dangerous waters, 
that continue to this day 
to bring vital trade to 
ports on both sides of the 
Channel. 

All who live in this 
area know of the huge 
tides, the currents, the 
rocks and the sand banks 
that make sailing on the 
Bristol Channel such a 
hazard. The need for 


pilotage to get ships from 
the Atlantic up to the 
important port of Bristol 
had been recognised 
from medieval times. 

The history is well 
documented and vast, 
and only snippets can be 
told in a report of this 
size. 

Dave even told us that 
a certain, James Ray, was 
the pilot who took 
Cabot’s ship the 
Matthew, from the Avon 
and through the Channel 
on its journey from 
Bristol to discover 
America in 1497. 

A little later a Lt. 
Bligh of the RN, later to 
become the captain of the 
Bounty, drew charts of 
the sandbanks and other 
hazards in the Channel 
and copies of these were 
shown to forum mem¬ 
bers. 

The city and county of 
Bristol had been granted 
a charter by the Crown in 
the 15th century to con¬ 
trol and licence all 
pilotage activities in the 
Channel and the fast and 
unique cutters were nor¬ 
mally built there. 

Although Bristol 
appointed and controlled 
all pilots until the 1860s 
the pilots themselves 
really, without exception, 
all came from the village 
of Pill downriver from 


the great city and actual¬ 
ly in Somerset. 

There were often 
strained relations 

between the village of 
Pill and the city, but after 
a visit from the press 
gang during the 
Napoleonic Wars, the 
city authorities forebade 
future visits and protect¬ 
ed the village that lived 
on its pilotage skills. 

When Channel trade 
increased in early 
Victorian times, there 
were often 20 to 30 pilot 
cutters lurking in the lee 
of Lundy Island, waiting 
to race out to get their 
pilot on board distant 
steamers headed east¬ 
ward to port. 

It was a lucrative, but 
dangerous business. 
Between 1877 and 1914 
our speaker informed us 
that at least 70 cutters 
were lost at sea. Very 
few were lost to bad 
weather conditions. A far 
greater number were 
simply run-down during 
‘normal’ operations. 

Bristol lost its monop¬ 
oly of pilot supply and 
control in the middle of 
the 19th century when 
the need for coal and 
steel led to a huge expan¬ 
sion of trade from Cardiff 
and Newport docks, and 
pilots were for the first 
time appointed to serve 


ships plying their trade 
on the Welsh side of the 
Channel. 

Initially, they had to be 
supplied from Pill, so 
that small and remark¬ 
able village continued to 
thrive. 

Eventually, the fast but 
old fashioned pilot cut¬ 
ters were phased out and 
replaced by steam boats, 
but it is interesting to 
note that Bristol pilots 
still had two sailing cut¬ 
ters operating in the 
1950s, well within the 
lifetime of a few of our 
older members. 

These wonderful boats 
are still being built today, 
for leisure purposes, at a 
cost of half a million 
pounds each, on the same 
stretch of water where 
Cabot’s ship and his 
pilot’s boat were each 
built so long ago. 

At the next meeting on 
March 3, Mr Jonathan 
Hicks will speak on 
‘Barry and World War 
Two’.

Danyaal finished in 
an outstanding eighth 
place out of 21 competi¬ 
tors. 

Three Bridgend ath¬ 
letes ran in race 3, which 
was the under-15 girls 
4,280m run. Jazmine 
Brig anti and Megan 
Osborne were neck and 
neck at the finish, fight¬ 
ing for 13 th and 14th 
positions. Jazmine just 
pipped Megan, finishing 
just two seconds in front 
of Megan in 14th place. 
Bridgend’s third runner, 
Nia Ward, finished 
strongly in 20th position. 

James Hunt and 
Lewis Jones ran the 
tough 4,280m under-15 
boys race. James, who 
was 10th in last year’s 
event, finished strongly 
in third place with a time 
of 15.08 minutes which 
was just 13 seconds 
behind the winner, Rhys 
Granville from 

Carmarthen. 

Lewis, who is current¬ 
ly number 4 in the UK 
for his 800m time, com¬ 
pleted the race just 10 
seconds behind James, 
finishing in fourth place. 

The next race was the 
under-17 men 5,880m 
run, which had 22 com¬ 
petitors. These runners, 
from as far afield as 
Prestatyn, ran the gru¬ 
elling course excellently, 
and Bridgend’s Sam 
Longville was no excep¬ 
tion; he finished in 14th 
place. 

The last of the 
Bridgend Athletics ath¬ 
letes was senior man 
Rob Hunt. Rob ran in 
the senior mens 10,300m 
race, finishing in 34th 
place. 

Well done to all these 
runners.

Poor turnout at event - but Vale 


athletes make their presence felt 


ONLY three Vale 
schools - 
Cowbridge, 
Llantwit and 
Stanwell - sent 
pupils to this win¬ 
ter’s Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools’ sportshall 
championships, a 
disappointing num¬ 
ber given the nor¬ 
mal strong support 
for local schools 
athletics competi¬ 
tions. 

Last year, these cham¬ 
pionships were held, 
after school, on three 
afternoon sessions at 
Whitchurch lower 
school, but there were so 
many competitors at the 
under-15 boys and girls 
events that it was not 
possible to provide the 
pupils taking part with 
three attempts in field 
events. 

As a result of that 
pressure, the decision 
was to split competition 
over four sessions - a 
move which slightly 
backfired because, 
although the two under- 
13 sessions were well 
supported with over 100 
pupils at both, there 
were only 35 girls at the 
under-15 all-rounder, 
with just over 50 at the 
equivalent boys. 

The under-15 compe¬ 
titions - for pupils in 
years 9 and 10 - have an 
all-rounder theme with 
competitors selecting 
one event out of two in 
three groups - for the 
boys, 2 laps or 4 laps, 
standing long jump or 
standing triple jump and 
shot or speed bounce. 
With one event change, 
vertical jump replacing 
the standing triple jump. 


THE Vale Resort 
was recognised as 
the ‘UK’s most 
enjoyable golf 
course’ at the inau¬ 
gural 59 Club 
awards dinner, 
established to recog¬ 
nise excellence in 
golf.

13 4 laps champion. The 
Cowbridge year-8 fin¬ 
ished top in the 2 laps, 
high jump and shot, with 
encouraging perform¬ 
ances in all three. 

Joining him as event 
winners were two more 
Cowbridge year-8 
pupils, Rian Thomas, 
who showed that his 
encouraging form over 
the country, which has 
resulted in his call-up to 
represent Cardiff & the 
Vale Schools in the 
years 8 and 9 race at the 
Aviva Welsh Schools 
National cross-country 
championships at 
Brecon on March 16, 
has given him a good 
base for the 6 laps time- 
trial while Kristian Jones 
took the speed bounce.

Two down, but 
another two 
mountains to 
climb for Wales

“We are under no illusions 
about how tough it’s going to 
be... History shows us it’s 
going to be a very hard day at 
the office, but we have picked 
a side to go out there and 
win... ” 

T he guarded words 
of backs coach 
Robert Howley 
before leaving for Rome, 
hinted at underlying 
nervousness in the Welsh 
camp preparing to meet 
Italy at Stadio Flaminio 
on Saturday. 

On the surface, this may 
have seemed surprising, 
given in fact that ‘history’ 
had recorded Wales had won 
11 of the 14 matches between 
the two, with one match 
drawn in Cardiff. 

Also, only two weeks 
before, England had put 
Italy’s current status firmly 
in perspective with an over¬ 
whelming 59-13 victory 
(admittedly on home ground 
at fortress Twickenham). 

However, it was the shad¬ 
ow of two Rome losses - and 
in particular, the shock 30- 
14 reverse as recently as 
2007, that hung over an 
injury-ravaged Welsh camp 
still struggling for cohesion 
and confidence, despite 
finally ending a prolonged 
run of defeats against 
Scotland two weeks earlier. 

In the event, Howley’s 
anxiety was justified, for it 
really did turn out to be a 
‘hard day at the office’, with 
Wales desperately clinging 
on to a narrow five-point 
lead - and the issue only put 
beyond doubt by James 
Hook’s drop goal in the 
dying minutes, for a final 
score-line that read 24-16. 

It again proved Italy’s 
ability to compete on equal 
^^terms with Wales - gaining 


the upper hand up front - 
resulting in a glut of posses¬ 
sion and territory in the sec¬ 
ond half, most of which 
Wales spent in frantic rear¬ 
guard defence, limited to 
Hook’s three points. 

Last week, this column 
suggested that confidence, 
control (in every sense of the 
word) and error-count would 
be the deciding factors in 
this match, and so indeed it 
proved to be the case. 

Having begun in sparkling 
fashion, and going ahead 
with a Stephen Jones penalty 
inside four minutes, Wales 
almost immediately gifted a 
soft try through the first of 
all too familiar basic errors 
and acts of indiscipline that 
against a better side would 
have cost them dear. 

As it was, they were fortu¬ 
nate that the resulting 15 
penalties they conceded were 
not punished more severely, 
owing to Italy’s own limita¬ 
tions and the lack of a reli¬ 
able goal kicker. 

The pity of it was that 
once again this Welsh team 
showed fleeting glimpses of 
their true worth, typified by 
the two well-worked, first 
half tries by wing Morgan 
Stoddart and flanker Sam 
Warburton (the latter’s try 
converted by Jones) in which 
James Hook was prominent. 

Two more penalties by out¬ 
side half Jones gave them a 
comfortable 21-11 lead at 
half time; but the second 
half then saw Wales ‘switch- 
off’ and the match plan went 
awry as old failings crept in. 
Thus it was no surprise 
when sustained Italian pres¬ 
sure finally earned a try. 

At the end, the Welsh 
camp were relieved to get a 
second hard-fought Six 
Nations win under their belts 
and in a disappointingly low- 


quality encounter, will at 
least take encouragement 
from a superb defensive 
effort. At the same time, they 
can be under no illusions 
about the scale of improve¬ 
ment needed before the Irish 
come to town on March 12. 

Mind you, Ireland also 
have problems of their own, 
after being given a scare, 
first by Italy, and then by 
Scotland, in their less than 
convincing 21-18 win in 
Edinburgh on Sunday. 

As for Wales, the usual 
calls for Stephen Jones’ 
head, and his replacement 
by James Hook, have 
already been renewed by 
certain media pundits - as 
though he alone is to blame 
for Wales’ shortcomings. 

In fact, the problems go 
much deeper than the nar¬ 
row ‘either-or’ issue of who 
wears the Number 10 shirt. 

The reality is that with the 
Rugby World Cup looming 
ever nearer, Wales like every 
other participant nation will 
need viable options in all 
positions to be available to 
the coaches. That, surely, is 
the purpose of having a 
squad] 

While Jones is obviously 
nearing the end of a distin¬ 
guished, if under-rated 
career, it seems premature to 
write off a British Lion with 
98 caps, especially when 
Wales is not exactly blessed 
with world class talent. 

Having said that, the multi- 
gifted Hook’s day in the sun 
will certainly come (though 
on the fields of France rather 
than Wales!); and may have 
come sooner, if the Ospreys 
region had given him the 
chance to establish himself as 
an international outside half, 
rather than causing him to be 
seen as an all-purpose utility 
back par excellence. .
